450 Wash. Calves to Be Killed 


WASHINGTON I U.S. agriculture officials have 
decided to kill 450 calves in a Washington 
state herd that includes an offspring of the 
cow diagnosed with mad cow disease. 

Ron DeHaven, the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture’s chief veterinarian, said Monday 
that the month-old calves would be slaugh- 
tered this week at an undisclosed facility. 

The herd that is to be destroyed is one 
of three under quarantine in Washington 
because of ties to the diseased Holstein. The 
other herds contain cows that probably are 
from the same Alberta farm as the 6 14-year- 


old Holstein, but DNA tests to confirm the 
cow’s origins are not complete. 

Officials decided to kill all month-old 
calves in the Sunnyside, Wash., herd because 
they cannot determine which one was born 
to the infected cow. While officials have said 
contaminated feed is the most likely source 
of infection, they cannot rule out transmis- 
sion of the disease from mother to calf. 

The meat from the calves will not enter 
the food supply, nor will it be rendered for 
use in animal feed or other products, 
DeHaven said, mark sherman (ap) 


Airports 
Step Up 
Screening 

System checks fingerprints, 
photos of foreign travelers 

CHICAGO I Foreigners arriving at U.S. airports 
were photographed and had their fingerprints 
scanned Monday in the start of a government 
effort to use some of the latest surveillance 
technology to keep terrorists out. 

The program allows Customs officials to 
check passengers instantly against terrorist 
watch lists and a national criminal database. 
The goal is to “make sure our borders are open 
to visitors but closed to terrorists,” Homeland 
Security Secretary Tom Ridge said. 

The changes came as the United States 
entered a third consecutive week on high 
alert for terrorism, including especially tight 
security involving foreign flights. 

The checks target foreigners entering the 
115 U.S. airports that handle international 
flights, as well as 14 major seaports. The only 
exceptions will be visitors from 27 countries 
— mostly European nations — whose citizens 
are allowed to come to the United States for 
up to 90 days without visas. 

Also exempted will be most Canadians, 
because they usually are not required to get 
visas, and Mexicans who are coming into the 
country for a short time, melanie coffee (ap)

NASA examines 360 -degree images from rover 


PASADENA, CALIF. | Combining 
21st-century rocket science and 
1950s B-movie technology, NASA 
on Monday released a 3-D, black- 
and-white panoramic picture of the 
bleak surface of Mars snapped by 
the newly landed rover Spirit. 

Reporters at a news conference 
were issued cardboard 3-D glasses 
to look at the 360 -degree image of a 
desolate plain strewn with rocks. 

“I feel like I’m at a bad, ’50s B- 
movie,” mission manager Matt 
Wallace said as he watched a room- 
ful of reporters take in the image at 
NASA’s Jet Propulsion Laboratory. 


NASA scientists used the high- 
resolution image Monday to pick the 
first target on Mars they want Spirit 
to visit: a dusty depression that 
could yield clues to whether the Red 
Planet was once hospitable to life. 

The golf- cart- sized Spirit made 
an apparently flawless landing 
on Mars late Saturday, returning 
NASA to the planet’s surface for 
the first time since 1997- 

The $820 million unmanned 
project also includes a twin rover. 
Opportunity, set to land on the 
opposite side of Mars on Jan. 24.

Appeals Court to Revisit DNA Ruling 


SAN FRANCISCO | A federal appeals 
court decided Monday to reconsider 
a ruling that barred DNA testing for 
thousands of federal convicts. 

The 9th U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals reversed a three-judge pan- 
el’s October ruling to stop such test- 
ing for federal inmates and parol- 
ees because it is an illegal invasion 
of privacy. The DNA tests are for- 
warded to a database maintained 
by the FBI to solve other crimes. 


The panel’s original ruling 
threatened hundreds of criminal 
cases, in addition to state laws 
demanding DNA samples. Blood 
samples taken from federal pris- 
oners and those on supervised 
release have been used to convict 
hundreds of people, on crimes such 
as murder and rape. 

The FBI’s database, open to 
law enforcement nationally, holds 
roughly 1.4 million genetic profiles.

Army to 
Tell Soldiers 
Not to Quit 

‘Stop loss’ order aims 
to keep troop numbers 
in line with demands 

WASHINGTON | The Army is pre- 
paring to inform soldiers due to 
return from Iraq and Afghanistan 
over the next several months that 
they will not be allowed to retire or 
otherwise leave the service for 90 
days after they return to their 
home base, defense officials said 
Monday. 

The order, known as “stop loss,” 
is a personnel management tool 
whose use reflects the difficulty the 
Army is having in keeping enough 
soldiers available to meet the Army’s 
worldwide commitments. 

Prior to the war in Iraq, “stop 
loss” authority had rarely been 
used; it is seen by many as being in 
conflict with the principle of an all- 
volunteer military in which enlisted 
personnel sign contracts for a spe- 
cific period of service. 

The Army has not officially 
announced the order. However,

Supreme Court may 
expand its look at U.S. 
terror suspeet cases 

WASHINGTON | The Supreme Court 
will announce this month whether 
it will broaden a review of the Bush 
administration’s imprisonment of 
terror suspects. 

The court already overrode the 
objections of the administration in 
November to take an appeal that 
asks whether foreigners held at the 
U.S. Navy base at Guantanamo Bay, 
Cuba, may contest their captivity 
in American courts. 


Now justices will decide whether 
to hear the appeal of U.S.-born ter- 
rorism suspect Yaser Esam Hamdi. 
The government won its argument 
in a lower court that Hamdi maybe 
kept incommunicado and without 
access to a la\vyer or U.S. courts, 
even though he is a citizen. 

A second case vying for the jus- 
tices’ attention is a challenge to the 
government’s policy of withhold- 
ing names and other details about 
hundreds of foreigners who were 
detained in the months after the 
Sept. 11, 2001, attacks. 

The appeals come before the 
justices after a series of setbacks 


for the White House, most recent- 
ly rulings last month from appeals 
courts in San Francisco and New 
York that sided with alleged enemy 
combatants. 

Hamdi has been in custody for 
two years, since being captured dur- 
ing fighting in Afghanistan between 
U.S. soldiers and the former rul- 
ing Taliban. He was brought to the 
United States and has been held in 
a naval brig in South Carolina. 

The government maintains 
that the detentions of terror sus- 
pects, without legal rights, are 
necessary for national security.

China Reacts as 
SARS Is Confirmed 


Wildlife believed to carry disease to be killed 


B E I J I N G I Faced with the return of 
SARS, China on Monday ordered 
wild animals slaughtered by the 
thousands in the disease’s suspected 
region of origin, a striking response 
that elicited calls for caution. 

The decision to kill up to 10,000 
civet cats and related specialty-food 
creatures in the wildlife markets of 
the southern province of Guangdong 
— animals suspected of being SARS 
carriers — came as the first case of 
SARS in China this season was con- 
firmed after more than two weeks 
of intricate tests. 


The World Health Organization, 
upgrading the case of a 32 -year- 
old Guangdong television producer 
from suspected severe acute respira- 
tory syndrome to a definite diagno- 
sis, urged calm. It said China, which 
became a travel pariah during the 
first outbreak last year, was safe. 

“It does not mean that one case 
can lead to a public health threat,” 
said Dr. Henk Bekedam, the WHO 
representative for China. 

Adding to Asia’s SARS unease, a 
husband and wife in the Philippines 
who fell ill after returning from

Israel’s Sharon Defends 
Plan to Remove Settlers 


Prime minister faees 
down detraetors in 
his own Likud Party 

TEL AVIV, ISRAEL | Israeli Prime 
Minister Ariel Sharon told jeer- 
ing leaders of his Likud Party on 
Monday that Israel will have to dis- 
mantle Jewish settlements as part of 
any peace deal and he was prepared 
to act despite their opposition. 

“The disengagement plans are 
mine and I will carry them out,” 
Sharon declared. 

Sharon’s speech was his first 
appearance before his party’s 
hard-line central committee since 
he unveiled his plan last month to 
dismantle some settlements and 


unilaterally draw a boundary 
with the Palestinians if peace 
efforts remain stalled. 

Critics remain skeptical of 
Sharon’s seeming conversion from 
one of the great patrons of the settle- 
ment movement to a leader willing 
to make significant territorial con- 
cessions. Though his rhetoric has 
changed, he has done little to ful- 
fill his obligations under the U.S.- 
backed “road map” peace plan. 
Before Sharon’s speech Monday, 
Palestinian Prime Minister Ahmed 
Qureia said he had called off plans 
to schedule a summit with Sharon 
intended to restart peace moves. 
Such a meeting, Qureia said, would 
be meaningless while violence con- 
tinues.

SHARM EL-SHEIK, EGYPT I Searchers 
hunting for the wreckage of an air- 
liner zeroed in on a signal Monday 
that could be the black box — hold- 
ing clues to the cause of the Red 
Sea crash that killed all 148 people 
aboard, a French official said.

The crash coincided with height- 
ened concern about terrorism, but 
Egypt quickly ruled out the possi- 
bility of an attack, saying the plane 


suffered a mechanical failure. On 
Monday, French Deputy Foreign 
Minister Renaud Muselier said 
that body parts recovered from the 
sea so far bore no burns, suggesting 
there was no explosion. 

But Michel Wachenheim, head 
of France’s Civil Aviation Authority, 
said he couldn’t rule out terrorism. 
“Until we have the flight recorder, 
we won’t know” the cause of the 
accident, he said, (ap)

TBILISI, GEORGIA I Firebrand oppo- 
sition leader Mikhail Saakashvili 
appeared headed for a landslide 
victory in Georgia’s presidential 
election, according to preliminary 
results announced Monday. 

With ballots counted from 25 
percent of the approximately 3,000 
polling places in the former Soviet 
republic, Saakashvili had 96.7 per- 
cent of the vote, Georgian Central 
Election Commission chairman 
Zurab Chiaberashvili said. Final 
results are expected Wednesday.

Saakashvili, the overwhelming 
favorite among the six candidates 
in Sunday’s election, was the driv- 
ing force behind peaceful demon- 


strations that brought down former

educated lawyer, has pledged to 
take a hard line against corrup- 
tion and to work to restore the 
country’s economy. He also held 
out an olive branch to the ousted 
Shevardnadze. 

“He committed a lot of errors, 
even crimes, I think,” Saakashvili 
said, adding, however, that 
Shevardnadze “will keep his secu- 
rity guards and he’ll go on living

Convicted teenager

MONTGOMERY, ALA. I Montgomery 
County District Attorney Ellen 
Brooks has written a letter to the 
governor of Virginia asking that 
convicted Washington-area sniper 
Lee Boyd Malvo be sent to Alabama 
for a second capital murder trial as 
soon as possible. 

A jury in Virginia last month 
convicted Malvo of capital murder 
in a sniper slaying in that state, but 
decided to spare his life and sen- 
tenced him to life in prison without 
the possibility of parole. 

Montgomery Police Chief John 


Wilson said Monday that Brooks 
sent a detailed letter to Virginia 
Gov. Mark Warner stating that 
Alabama has a strong case against 
Malvo, a tested death penalty law 
and should be one of the next juris- 
dictions to try him. 

Brooks earlier sent a similar 
letter saying she wanted to try 
Muhammad. 

Muhammad was convicted of 
capital murder and has received 
a death sentence for his role in 
the Washington, D.C.-area sniper 
spree in 2002. The two also have 
been charged with capital murder 
in Montgomery for the Sept. 21, 
2002 shooting that killed manager 
Claudine Parker and critically injured

WASHINGTON I The Labor Depart- 
ment is giving employers tips on how 
to avoid paying overtime to some of 
the 1.3 million low-income workers 
who would become eligible under 
new rules expected to be finalized 
early this year. 

The department’s advice comes 
even as it touts the $895 million in 
increased wages that it says those 
workers would be guaranteed from 
the reforms. 

Among the options for employ- 
ers, published last March in a sum- 


mary of the department’s plan: Cut 
workers’ hourly wages and add the 
overtime to equal the original sal- 
ary, or raise salaries to the new 
$22,100 annual threshold, mak- 
ing them ineligible. The current 
threshold is $8,060 per year. 

The department said it is merely 
listing well-known choices available 
to employers. 

New overtime regulations were 
proposed in March after employers 
complained about costly lawsuits 
filed by workers who claimed they 
were unfairly being denied overtime. 
But the regulations have stirred 
controversy over how many work- 
ers would be stripped of their right

Rose Admits to Betting on Baseball 


Legend says that 
he gambled on games 
while managing Reds 

PRO BASEBALL I Now the waiting 
begins for Pete Rose. 

Rose hopes baseball will end his 
lifetime ban after his first public 
acknowledgment he bet on games 
while managing the Cincinnati 
Reds. 

For 14 years, Rose denied pub- 
licly he bet on baseball. He con- 


fesseses in “My Prison Without 
Bars,” his autobiography due out 
Thursday, saying he 
regrets gambling on 
the game and then 
lying about it. 

Rose says he 
started betting reg- 
ularly on baseball in 
1987, the year after 
he stopped playing, according to 
excerpts from the book released 
to Sports Illustrated for this 
week’s issue. 


Rose chronicles two meetings 
with baseball commissioners more 
than 13 years apart. In the first, 
with Peter Ueberroth in February 
1989, the Reds’ manager denied ever 
betting on baseball. In the second, 
with Bud Selig in November 2002, 
Rose decided to confess. 

“Yes, sir, I did bet on baseball,” 
Rose told Selig during the meeting. 

“How often?” Selig asked. 


“Four or five times a week,” Rose 
replied. “But I never bet against my 
own team, and I never made any 
bets from the clubhouse.” 

“Why?” Selig asked. 

“I didn’t think I’d get caught.” 
Rose repeated his admission in an 
interview on ABC News’ “Primetime 
Thursday,” parts of which aired 
Monday on “GoodMoming America.”

Conspiracy theorists still see 
the Cuban absence as a deliberate 
shutout, secretly accomplished with 
the help of allies in Washington. 
But whether Machiavellian or just 
bureaucratic, it was an embarrass- 
ment for a country that preaches 
freedom of expression to the rest 
of the world. 

The year also brought some aus- 
picious debuts, including delight- 
ful and inventive singer-songwriters

Four-Footed Heroes 

The legends of the Pony Express die hard 


PERSONALITY I Christopher Corbett 
was chasing down the truth about 
the Pony Express one day near Mud 
Springs, Neb., when a local shared 
some words of wisdom: “We don’t lie 
out here. We just remember big.” 

In his recent book, “Orphans 
Preferred: The Twisted Truth 


and Lasting Legend of the Pony 
Express,” Corbett examines fact and 
fiction about the short-lived mail 
relay that captured the expanding 
nation’s imagination. 

While carrying mail along 
the 1,950 -mile route between St. 
Joseph, Mo., and Sacramento, Calif, 


in I860 and 1861, wiry horsemen 
fought Indians and the elements, 
barren deserts and desperadoes. 

“What I was trying to do was cel- 
ebrate the genius of an American 
legend and, if possible, separate 
fact from fiction,” said Corbett, a 
University of Maryland-Baltimore 
County journalism professor. 

In more than five years of 


research, Corbett visited facilities 
in eight states along the route of 
“the Pony,” as it was known. 

Corbett also found the story was 
embellished over the years by Mark 
Twain, Buffalo Bill Cody, Frederic 
Remington and others. Dime novels 
and Hollywood added to the lore. 

He is even skeptical that the 
phrase “orphans preferred” appeared 
in Pony Express rider recruitment 
ads. No evidence of the original has 
ever surfaced, he said. 

“I picked the phrase for the book 
title because it perfectly evoked the 
twisted truth and lasting legend of 
the Pony,” Corbett said. “There’s 
not a gift shop between St. Joe 
and Sacramento where you can’t 
buy that ad.” 

Despite the legends, the fact 
remains that the Pony’s unprece- 
dented mail service of 10 days or 
less was an amazing feat that helped 
link the young country from one 
coast to the other, he said. 

While the mail service lasted 
only 18 months and never made a 
dime, the lone rider on the plains 
remains one of the most enduring 
images of the Old West. 

“No memory of the vanished 
19th-century West is more revered, 
and few are more beloved and cher- 
ished, than that of the long-ago rid- 
ers,” Corbett wrote. “And some of 
those memories are even true.”

From bad weather to 
smelly passengers— 
reality TV takes off 

TELEVISION I The Star of the next 
reality television show isn’t a model, 
an actor or a beach- dwelling sur- 
vivor; it’s an airline. 

The show follows employees of 
Southwest Airlines as they deal with 
weather delays, blackouts and pas- 
sengers who are running late or too 
drunk or too smelly to board the 
plane. There are unhappy travelers 
and a few shouting matches. 

“Airline” began Monday night 
on the A&E Network, whose exec- 
utives believe it will make compel- 
ling television that travelers can eas- 
ily grasp. 

“When you go to cocktail parties, 
there is always somebody talking 


about the long delay on their last 
flight. Everyone in the room wants 
to share their travel stories — the 
love-hate relationship we have with 
air travel,” said Nancy Dubuc, vice 
president of documentary pro- 


gramming at A&E. “It’s that com- 
mon connection.” 

Along with constant shots of 
Southwest planes and people, the 
show includes frequent praise for 
Southwest’s customer service — 


delivered matter- of-factly by the 
narrator. 

At the same time, many of the 
scenes show unhappy travelers com- 
plaining about one thing or another. 
A few vow never to fly Southwest 
again, and the show’s overall tone 
doesn’t exactly glorify air travel. 

The producers — the U.S. divi- 
sion of Granada pic., which also 
produces the U.K. original — spent 
six months shooting video at Los 
Angeles International Airport and 
Chicago’s Midway Airport. 

A&E solicited story ideas from 
Southwest customers. In one epi- 
sode, a passenger let cameras follow 
him as he proposed to his girlfriend 
in mid-flight. 

For the most part, however, 
Dubuc said, crews simply showed 
up at the gate or ticket counter and 
kept their cameras rolling until 
something interesting happened. 
She said none of the scenes were 
scripted or set up to heighten con- 
flict.

FITNESS I It was bound to hap- 
pen. The phenomenal success of 
Curves International, a chain of 
small, women-only gyms offering 
30 -minute circuit training, has 
begat a slew of copycats. 

The imitations constitute one 
of the biggest trends to hit the fit- 
ness industry in the last few years. 
These alternatives to conventional 
gyms are drawing people who are 
intimidated by young hard bodies, 
hate meat-market atmospheres or 
simply can’t keep up. 

These new gyms are all based 
on the same model — brief stints 
on hydraulic resistance weight 
machines alternating with aerobic 
activities such as jogging in place.

WEB I Internet search engines have 
a pretty big flaw. They often deliver 
too much information, and a lot of 
it isn’t what we’re looking for. 

Some intriguing technologies are 
getting better at bringing order to 
all that chaos. Software now 
emerging analyzes search results 
and automatically sorts them into 
categories that, at a glance, pres- 
ent far more information than the 
typical textual list. 

Pittsburgh-based Vivisimo Inc., 
sells its technology, which quickly 
puts search results into clickable

vs. Napster 

MUSIC I Wal-Mart Stores Inc.’s foray 
into downloadable music sales is a 
respectable effort. While Wal-Mart’s 
price is right — 88 cents per song 
— it’s only for PC users equipped 
with Windows 98 or better. 

For your 88 cents you’ll get a file 
in the Windows Media Audio for- 
mat that “phones home” to make 
sure you’re the authorized listener 
who has rightfully purchased the 
tunes. You can also buy a complete 
album for $9.44. That’s cheaper by 
11 cents per song and half a buck 
per album than iTunes, MusicMatch 
and Napster. 

You can search Wal-Mart’s data- 
base of songs by artist, album or 


categories, to companies and intel- 
ligence agencies, and offers free Web 
searches at Vivisimo.com. 

Co -founder Raul Valdes-Perez 
describes it like this: If the Internet 
is a bookstore in which all the books 
are piled randomly on the floor, then 
Vivisimo is like a superfast librar- 
ian who can instantly arrange the 
titles on shelves in a way that makes 
sense. The software determines cat- 
egories on the fly. 


song title. The 80,000-CD catalog 
is thick with country, rap and pop. 
There doesn’t seem to be much clas- 
sical at all; searches for Mozart and 
Beethoven came up empty. 


A similar process powers 
Grokker, a downloadable program 
that not only sorts search results 
into categories but also “maps” the 
results, showing each category as 
a colorful circle. Within each cir- 
cle, subcategories appear as more 
circles that can be clicked on and 
zoomed in on. 

Let’s say you’re curious about 
accommodations in France and 
enter a search for “Paris Hilton.” 
Google recognizes this as a possible 
search for a hotel, but still produces 
page after page about socialite Paris 
Hilton. That’s because Google ranks 
pages largely based on how many 
other sites link to them. 

If you run the search on Grokker, 
< however, the resulting circle shows 
all the possible categories of infor- 
mation the Internet offers on a 
search for “Paris Hilton” — includ- 
ing reviews, maps and online book- 
ing sites for the Hilton hotel in 
Paris, which are all but buried in 
the Google rankings. 

Groxis Inc., the 15 -person com- 
pany that introduced Grokker last 
year and released an upgraded, $49 
second version in December, is not 
out to replace Google. 

In 2004, Grokker plans to 
release up to two dozen plug-ins 
that will work with a wider variety 
of databases, including the Library 
of Congress, news Web sites and 
Google itself, brian bergstein (ap)

Mars Mission

Producer and director mark davis was 
online Monday to discuss the latest 
missionto Mars, the landing ofthe 
rover “Spirit” and the NOVA special 
“MARS Dead or Alive.” 


If the rovers “Spirit” and “Oppor- 
tunity” prove to be successful and 
assuming we find water on Mars, 
do you predict man will land on 
Mars before we colonize the moon? 

I think that we will go back to 
the moon before we go to Mars — 
as part of the process of getting to 
Mars. But this is really a guess on 
my part. I’m sure humans will go 
to Mars someday. That’s just part of 
the human spirit, to go wherever it 
is possible to go. It is possible to get 
to Mars, but it takes money. 

What is the time delay between a 
picture being taken on Mars and the 
time it’s received? 

It takes about 10 minutes for a 
radio signal to travel between Mars 
and Earth. And there is a little time to 
process the image — it’s pretty fast. 

How did the focus of your NOVA 
story evolve, given that there’s so 
much that could have been cov- 
ered? 

It was a little frustrating know- 
ing that we could only tell part of 
the story of what was going on. But 
we tried to find the central prob- 
lem that had to be solved and build 
our story around that. At this point, 
the story we told is about getting to 
Mars. I hope we can be able to con- 
tinue to cover this and tell the story 
of what happens next. 

How many days will the rovers be 
able to transmit data back to Earth? 

They are expecting the rovers 
to operate at least three months 
or longer. The thing that will ulti- 
mately end the mission will be the 
accumulation of dust on the solar 
panels, which will eventually limit 
the power that the rovers have and 
their ability to recharge the heaters 
that keep them from freezing.
